OON after Marconi made 
his announcement to the 
world the professor of 
physics at Notre Dame, 
Jerome J. Green, after a 
series of experiments at 
the university, came to 
Chicago at the invitation 
of The Tribune. 

“Aerials—the first ever seen in the 
middle west—-were erected on what 
was then one of the city’s tallest sky- 
scrapers, Prof. Green, with a Tribune 
tug and accompanied by numerous 
members of The Tribune personnel, 
went out on the lake with the receiv- 
ing apparatus. 

“The experiment was successful 
and attracted much attention.
